The 328 Hommage - it's a hell of a tribute act! 





In 1940, a curvy two-seater 
BMW set an average speed 
record of 103mph around 
Italy's legendary, and bloody 
dangerous, Mille Miglia race. 
The BMW 328 still held the 
record when the race folded 
in 1957, but as well as being 
a damn fast motor, it's also 
considered one of the finest- 
looking Beemers ever. 
What you're staring at here is 
a respectful nod to that mighty 
motor from the '30s. It might 
hark back to your Grandpa's 
era, with the leather bonnet 






straps and bodywork cut-outs 
instead of doors, but this is 
no old-school remake. 
BMW hasn't made a hot 
looker for a while. The 
6-series is for chino dads, 
the 3 is worse-looking than 
a Mondeo and the 5? Well, 
it's no trouser volcano. 
This 328 concept may not be 
going on sale in a hurry, but 
it's a chance for BMW to bring 
their latest bodywork 
technology to the party. 
Bearing in mind the latest Z4 
Roadster weighs 1,480kg, 





this Hommage tips the 
scales at just 780kg. How? 
Something called CFRP - 
carbon-fibre reinforced 
plastic. It's lighter than 
aluminium yet stronger. 
BMW are proud of this, which 
is why the Hommage features 
a lot of the stuff naked, 
unpainted and on show. 
You're more likely to 
whimper than laugh if you 
get behind the wheel. With 
over 300bhp and rear-wheel 
drive, it'll be hard to keep 
away from hedges. 






We know the Hommage 
runs a three-litre, six-cylinder 
motor, so it's more than likely 
the 2,979cc twin-turbo petrol 
out of the 335i. 

Just over 300bhp might not 
sound that big, but this can 
carry a Z4 (that's 1.5 tonnes) 
to 62mph in 5.1 seconds. 
Imagine what it'll do in a car 
that weighs under 800kg! 
BMW won't be building the 
Hommage soon, but rest 
assured, however, that some 
of what you see will make parts 
of the next BMWs we buy.

or Captain Patrick Bury, 
the mission he and his 
platoon faced was laced 

with danger- infiltrate 
one of the most secure Taliban 
strongholds in Afghanistan 
and engage with the local 
population. "We knew we were 
going into the hornets' nest, 
and that it was all going to kick 
off." Capt Bury tells Nuts. 

It was 2008, the town was 
the lawless Sar Puzeh, and 
7 Platoon Hanger Company of 
the Royal Irish Regiment were 



briefed on the dangers that lay 
ahead. The intention was to 
gauge the attitudes towards 
foreign troops but also to show 
the insurgency that we could 
strike whenever and wherever 

we wanted." recalls Capt Bury. 

There was a personal angle, 
too. "There was an element of 
revenge We were attached to 

the 16 Air Assault Brigade and 
some of our comrades in the 
Paras had lost a few soldiers at 

the lime. We were going back 
to teach the Taliban a lesson." 



AIR ATTACK 

At 4am. the assault got under 
way with his platoon and th re- 
more landing in a blizzard 
of bullets. "We were in the 
second wave of hel icopters, 
and the Paras from the first 
wave were engaged i n 
fireflghts at the edge of town."

"1 could feel bullets buzz 
past my head. Then our 
Sergeant Major was killed 
beside me. It was terrifying." 

Eventually, the Taliban 
sniper was located and taken 
out. Bury and his platoon were 
then free to advance, where 
they made a strange discovery.

heroin, which we blew up. We 
then discovered loads of beds
